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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claim is 
allowable because the prior art fails to teach a stabilizing handle, a torque arm, a sleeve attached 
to the housing and having a hollow bore extending laterally of the housing and fully through the 
sleeve, a torque arm clamp sized to fit into the hollow bore and having a fastening element which 
is releasably engageable with the torque arm, one end of the stabilizing handle being sized to fit 
into the hollow bore and releasably engage the torque arm clamp as set forth in claims 8 and 13. 

The combination of Saltus-Werk, Dickey et al. and Rudolf et al. teaches a torque arm 11, 
a torque arm clamp and a stabilizing handle 30. However, The combination of Saltus-Werk, 
Dickey et al. and Rudolf et al. fails to teach the sleeve attached to the housing with the hollow 
bore extending laterally of the housing and fully through the sleeve, the torque arm clamp sized 
to fit into the hollow bore and having a fastening element which is releasably engageable with 
the torque arm, one end of the stabilizing handle being sized to fit into the hollow bore and 
releasably engage the torque arm clamp.
